Namely, Applicant has amended e.g. claim 1 to now be amended to 2 or 3 peptide monomer units which may be attached at either end to 
the hub, citing page 5 of specification for support. 

However, the claim options are drawn to either i) lysine or ii) glutamic acid as the hub. 

And where this is the case, the specification, as noted in this quote below from page 5, MUST have the monomer unit bound to lysine via 
the amide, and the glutamic acid via the carboxylic acid, respectively. To the contrary, Applicant has left the 2 to 3 monomer units as 
OPEN to binding of either end of monomer unit to lysine or glutamine respectively, which does not find express or literal support in the 
description, WHERE the monomer units are limited to ONLY 2 or 3. 

"The recitation of two or three peptide monomer units attached to a hub is 
supported by the specification at pages 3 and 4 The specification discloses: 

The hub is preferably one or more amino acids, more preferably 1 
to 6 amino acids and most preferably 1 amino acid. In a preferred 
embodiment, the hub is lysine. When the hub is" lysine, it is" 
possible to attach 2 peptide monomer units" via their C-terminus 
ends" to the amino groups. A further peptide monomer unit or an 
active molecule can be attached to the carboxylic acid group. 

In a further preferred embodiment the hub is glutamic acid. When 
the hub is glutamic acid, it is possible to attach 2 peptide monomer 
units" via their N-terminus ends" to the carboxylic acid groups. A 
further peptide monomer unit or an active molecule can be 
attached to the amino group, 
(emphasis added) 

Thus the specification teaches that one can attach two or three peptide monomer units 
when the hub is either lysine or glutamic acid." 

BUT, that the 2 or 3 monomer units are bound thereto via amide or carboxylic acid, respectively. 
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
